ESUS’ second coming is in two aspects. 
First, to raise the righteous dead and 
to catch away the living saints, 1 Thess. 
4:13-16. Our previous article described 
the tribulation week and during _ this 
tribulation week the saints are in heaven 
with Jesus, Revelation 4 and 5 chapters. 
His coming to catch His people away is 
described as coming in the clouds of 
heaven. His coming to reign a thousand 
years is also described as coming on the 
clouds of heaven. The testimony of Jesus 
Himse!f bears out the fact that He will 
come in His body as He went away, 
Matt. 16:27. This, of course, has refer- 
ence to His coming to reward His saints 
and this will be in the heavens, Matt. 24: 
31, 32. This is after He comes to reign 
a thousand years and these verses describe 
the judgment of nations which are called 
the sheep nations, or the kingdom judg- 
ment where He separates the sheep na- 
tions from the goat nations, The goat 
nations are turned into hell and the sheep 
nations go out to reign a thousand years. 
THE TESTIMONY OF HEAVENLY 
BEINGS 
Acts 1:10, 11 “And while the disci- 
ples stood gazing up into heaven two 
men stood by them in white apparel and 
said, ““This same Jesus which is taken up 
from you shall so come in like manner.” 
Paul tells the church at Philippi, Phil. 
3:20, 21, “Our conversation is in heav- 
en; from whence also we look for the 


The Second Coming of Christ 
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Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ. Who shall 
change our vile body, that it may be 
fashioned like unto his glorious body.” 
In Titus 2:13. it is called the blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of our 
Savior Jesus Christ. Heb. 9:28, “Unto 
them that look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin unto salva- 
tion.” James 5:7, “Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the Lord.” 
2 Peter 1:16, “For we have not followed 
cunningly devised fables when we made 
known unto you the power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Jude 14, 15 
says, “Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousand of His saints, to execute judg- 
ment upon all, and to convince all that 
are ungodly.” Ir is very evident from the 
Scriptures that the Lord will come in the 
same manner that He went away, Acts 
1:11. Rev. 1:7, ““And every eye shall see 
him, and they also which pierced him: 
and all the kindreds of the earth shall 
wail because of him.” This is His return 
to reign a thousand years. 

In Rev. 19:11-16 we have a descrip- 
tion of Jesus descending on the clouds of 
heaven, “Behold a white horse; and he 
that sat upon him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness doth he judge 
and make war.” The war spoken of here 
is the war with Antichrist and his forces 
and Jesus overcomes him with the bright- 
ness of His coming, destroys him, and 
takes the remnant of His forces into the 


valley of Jehoshaphat for judgment. 
Zech. 14:1, 2 is a description of Anti- 
christ and his forces as they gather to 
Jerusalem to fight against the forces of 
religion. It tells of the awful day of ca- 
lamity and how the people will suffer and 
how the women will be wrongfully 
treated and the people will go into cap- 
tivity. The third verse says, “Then shall 
the Lord go forth to fight against the 
nations as he fought in the day of battle.” 
The fourth verse describes the Lord’s 
coming and says His feet shall stand in 
that day upon the mount of Olives, which 
is before Jerusalem on the East, and the 
mount of Olives shall cleave in the midst 
thereof toward the east and toward the 
west, and there shall be a very great val- 
ley; and half of the mountain shall re- 
move toward the north, and half toward 
the south. The fifth verse describes the 
fleeing of the people and tells how they 
once had fled in the days of Uzziah, the 
king of Judah. Here is a description of 
the valley of judgment. It is supposed vo 
be two hundred miles long and all the 
nations will be gathered there to judg- 
ment. The saints have already been judged 
and received their reward, Luke 14:14. 
In 2 Tim. 4:4-8 Paul declares they will 
all receive their reward who have fought 
a good fight and are looking for the re- 
turn of the Lord. 1 Peter 5:4. The saints 
will be kept in a special place with Je-

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The Church of God a Divine Institution 


There are many theories being given in 
these last days, through literature, over 
the air, and from the sacred desk, as to 
what goes to make up the Church and 
how we become members of it. 

First, we want to notice what Je- 
sus says after He came into the coasts of 
Caesarea, Philippi. He asked His disciples, 
saying, ‘Whom do men say that I the 
Son of man am?” Jesus knew that the 
peopie’s minds were confused about Him, 
just like they are today. That is why 
there are several thousand different the- 
ories in the world today. 

Jesus knowing that He was going to 
have a church, is why He asked this 
question. They answered, saying, “Some 
say that thou art John the Baptist: some, 
Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one of the 
prophets. And he said unto them, But 
whom say ye that I am? And Simon 
Peter answered and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God. And 
Jesus answered and said unto him, Blessed 
art thou, Simon Bar-jona: FOR FLESH 
and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee, but my Father which is in heaven. 
And I say unto thee, That thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will build 
my church; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it.” Matt. 16:13-18. 

When Jesus said, “I will build my 
chufch,” He meant at some future date. 

Some one might ask what the Church 
really is, It is a called-out people, a sanc- 
tified people. Notice 1 Cor. 1:2, “Unto 
the church of God which is at Corinth, 
to them that are sanctified in Christ Je- 
sus.” Any body of people who teach 
against sanctification can not be the 
Church of God. Some will say, I am born 
into the church. This is unscriptural for 
we are not born into anything. We are 
born cf the Spirit. 

Nearly every one will agree that the 
Church did not begin until Pentecost. 
Man’s salvation hinged on Jesus rising 
again, and ascending back to the Father. 
See 1 Cor. 15:13, 14, and Jesus’s own 
words, “Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that I go 
away: for if I go not away, the Com- 
forter will not come unto you; but if I 
depart, I will send him unto you,” Jno. 
16:7. Jesus’s followers were saved people 
before Pentecost, and had their names 
written in heaven. Luke 10:20. 

There are lots of different bodies of 
people who teach that they are the Bible 
church. I believe the Bible teaches what 
kind of people make up the Church. 
When a detective is sent out by his su- 
periors, to find a certain criminal, he is 
given his picture and certain marks of 
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identification. The detective won’t ar- 
rest every man he comes in contact with, 
but just the one that answers the de- 
scription given him. It is the same with 
the Church. You can find its picture and 


certain marks of identification in the 
Bible. 
Jesus wants those who make up _ the 


Church to be one. John 17:19-21. “And 
for their sakes I sanctify myself, that 
they also might be sanctified through the 
truth.” Some one might say, That was 
just for the early followers of Jesus. But 
listen to John 17:20, 21, “Neither pray 
I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word; 
that they all may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the world may 
know that thou hath sent me.” 

No doubt the reason there is so much 
infidel:ty and unbelief in the world to- 
day, is because there are so many differ- 
ent doctiines that are not in harmony 
with the Bible. If every one would lay 
aside their preconceived ideas and opin- 
ions, and take the Word of God as it is, 
it would convince the world that we are 
His discip'es. Sanctification makes people 
one, and the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
gives power for service. 

Jesus died upon the cross for two pur- 
poses. First, to save them that believe. 
John 1:11-13, “He came unto his own 
(Jews), and his own received him not. 
But as many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on his 
name: which were born, rot of blood, 
nor of the will of flesh, nor of the will 
of man, but of God.” 

Next, Eph. 5:25-27, “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; that he 
might sanctify and cleanse it with the 
washing of water by the word, that he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot or wrinkle, or 
any such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” There are 
many so-called teachers to today, the 
world has put a big handle to their names, 
but they know very little about the Bible 
Church, and are deceiving the people by 
the thousands. Peter got his revelation 
from God and there are thousands of peo- 
ple in these last days that have got a re- 
velation from God and have been added 
to His Church. 

The Apostle Paul looked down through 
the space of time with a prophetic eye 


and saw the condition that would exist 


in the Church of God, That is why he 
give out a warning to all the elders. In 


Acts 20:28, 30, 31 he said, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and ro all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood. For I know this, 
that after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not sparing 
the flock. Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking preverse things, to 
draw away disciples after them. There- 
fore (or for this reason) watch, and re- 
member, that by the space of three years 
I ceased not to warn every one night and 
day with tears.” 

While the Apostle Paul lived, he kept 
out grievous wolves by his alertness, and 
watchfulness, and prayerfulness. No 
doubt at this time the Apostle Paul had 
the oversight of all the Church of God, 
that is whv he is strict about all the min- 
istry preaching and teaching the same 
doctrine. 

If the Church is to ever be that that 
God has designed it should be, the min- 
istry will have to preach and teach the 
same doctrine. 

For proof of this, notice 2 Tim. 2:15, 
“Study to shew thy self approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.” I; will be my purpose to prove 
by the Bible that the various bodies of 
people are not the Church of God, al- 
though many people in the various bodies 
have salvation. 

Some teach that the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost puts them into the Church. 
They quote 1 Cor. 12:13, “And for by 
one Spirit are we all baptized into one 
body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, 
whether we be bond or free; and have 
all been made to drink iato one Spirit.” 
The Apostle Paul is merely showing here 
that the same church or body is for Jew 
and Gentile. That the death of Jesus had 
broken down the middle wall of parti- 
tion between Jew and Gentile, notice 
Eph. 2:14-16. 

Some teach that God adds them to the 
Church, and man has nothing to do with 
God’s plan of people coming into His 
Church: Let us notice Acts 2:41, “They 
that gladly received his word were bap- 
tized; and the same day there were added 
unto them about three thousand souls.” 
Verse 47, “The Lord added to the church 
daily, such as should be saved.” The ex- 
pression “saved” carries with it the 
thought of being added to the Church, 
after they are saved. Paul, in Ephesians, 
makes it plain that we came into the 
Church by agreement, or covenant, when

1 Peter 3:14, “But and if ye suffer for 
righteousness’ sake, happy are ye: and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled.” 


It seems in these days that no suffer- 
ing is joyous but rather grievous, but 
here we are admonished to be happy 
when we suffer for Christ. We are to 
confidently trust in the Lord and be pa- 
tient and if we want our lives to count 
we should glory in tribulation. At least 
it should not worry us when we are per- 
secuted for Christ’s sake.

SUFFERING FOR GODLY 
LIVING 


2 Tim. 2:11, 12, “It is a faithful say- 
ing: For if we be dead with him, we shail 
also live with him: If we suffer, we shall 
also reign with him: if we deny him, he 
also will deny us.” 

In this eleventh verse the inference is 
that those who are crucified with Christ 
will live with Him, It is a blessed thing 
to be crucified with Christ. It will make 
it easier for us to suffer persecution be- 
cause we are dead to those things. The 
twelfth verse says, “If we suffer with 
him we shall also reign with him.” They 
that live godly in Christ Jesus shall suf- 
fer persecution and we need not expect 
to get by without it, but it will be a 
fearful thing for those who persecute 
Christians, and this can be done in so 
many ways. It won’t do to take ven- 
geance on those who are living godly. 
They will forgive them all right but 
what will the Lord say in the day of 
judgment? The truth of these things is 
sure to come against those who practice 
them some day. It is possible for us to 
shun persecutions and in a way deny 
Christ, so we should come out boldly and 
cheerfully suffer such persecutions as the 
world offers us. 


SUFFERING FOR THE KINGDOM 
OF GOD 

2 Thess. 1:4, 5, “So that we ourselves 
glory in you in the churches of God for 
your patience and faith in all your per- 
secutions and tribulations that ye endure: 
Which is a manifest token of the right- 
eous judgment of God, that ye may be 
counted worthy of the kingdom of God, 
for which ye also suffer. 

Here Paul is commending the Thessa- 
lonians for their patience and faith in 
their persecutions and tribulations. I 
wonder if we do exercise the faith and 
patience that we should exercise in our 
persecutions and troubles. If we want 
God’s best we should be very patient and 
kind to those who persecute us. He also 
says it is a manifest token of righteous- 
ness and to possess this will cause those 
who are persecuted to be counted worthy 
of the kingdom of God. There is a king- 
dom of God on earth to which all saints 
belong and those who expect to enjoy 
this kingdom will have to suffer in this 
life, but when Christ’s kingdom is mani- 
fested on this earth, if we expect to en- 
joy that we will also have to endure af- 
flictions and this wil! amply reward us 
for anything that we may suffer. Some 
people think it but a light thing to per- 
secute the people of God, it doesn’t seem 
to trouble them a bit, but I am sure in 
the long run there will be great wail- 
ing and crying from those who partici- 
pate in such unholy things.

SUFFERING AS A CHRISTIAN 


1 Peter 4:16, “Yet if any man suffer 
as a Christian, let him not be ashamed; 
but let him glorify God on this behalf.” 

“Here Peter says, “If any man suffer 
as a Christian, let him not be ashamed.” 
We should net be ashamed of the suffer- 
ings of Christ but it certainly does take 
grace to glory in tribulations and but few 
are able to glorify God when they are 
persecuted. However, we are admonished 
to do this and if this praise and glory is 
for Christ’s sake and humbly and joyous-

ly comes from the heart and we in every- 
thing submit to Him, we certainly will 
have a great reward. 

SUFFERING FOR CHRIST’S SAKE 

Phil. 1:29, 30, “Receive him therefore 
in the Lord with all gladness; and hold 
such in reputation: Because for the work 
of Christ he was nigh unto death, not 
regarding his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward me.” 

Here Paul tells the Philippians that it 
is given unto them to suffer for Christ’s 
sake. We are not only to have faith and 
believe in Him burt we are also to suffer 
for His sake. These sufferings may come 
about in many ways. We may be perse- 
cuted and have hard things said about 
us but if we bear it patiently, this is 
thanksworthy. We may be burdened for 
the salvation of the lost and suffer in 
this way. We can fast and pray and labor 
for those who are in sin and darkness and 
thereby become a partaker of the suffer- 
ings of Christ. Paul tells them to have 
the same conflicts that they saw in Him. 
He was an example of afflictions, suffer- 
ing and patience and was one of the 
greatest men of the Bible. He seemed 


to glory in toil and hardship and 
was never satisfied without he was 
in the thickest of the fight, put- 


ting forth every effort to carry the gos- 
pel to those around him. I am afraid we 
are too idle today and we are at ease in 
a way, but God help us to realize what it 
means to use the money that God has 
provided for His servants in a careless, 
idlesome way, while all around us hu- 
manity is steeped in sin and darkness. It is 
said of one who worked in the slums in 
New York that she was never idle and 
never still only for the necessary sleep, 
but was ever doing something for the 
lost. Since she has passed I have heard 
quite a few testify of the influence she 
wielded over them in bringing them to 
Christ.

SUFFERING AND GLORY 

1 Peter 5:1, “The elders which are 
among you I exhort, who am also an el- 
der, and a witness of the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the glory 
that shall be revealed.” 

Here is an exhortation to the minis- 
ters, and Paul is placing himself in their 
position. He tells them he is a witness 
for the sufferings of Christ. It will be a 
fearful thing for ministers who are liv- 
ing in ease and comfort, and some of 
them in luxury, doing but little for the 
salvation of the lost. I’d rather go to hell 
from any place I know of than from the 
pulpit, and we certainly should be an ex- 
ample of suffering to the flock, No min- 
ister should use more of God’s money than 
it actually takes to support them. Minis- 
terial support is ample if it is properly

GROWTH IN GRACE 

The Apostle Peter gives an express 
command, “But grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ” (2 Peter 3:18). He gives this 
as an antidote to being “led away with 
the error of the wicked,” and lest they 
“fall from their steadfastness.” Many 
Christians are at a standstill in their 
Christian experiences, they are not gain- 
ing any new ground, nor do they seem 
to see the value of possessing any more 
of the presence and power of God in their 
lives than what they already have. It is 
serious enough to possess shortcomings 
and failures of which we are conscious, 
but to be lacking in our Christian life 
and at the same time we feel that all is 
well and that we are coming along good 
enough is most tragic. 

John addresses “the fathers” the 
“young men” and the “little children” 
in his epistle (1 John 2:12, 13), and 
Peter refers to some who were “new born 
babes” (1 Peter 2:2). But certainly 
these “new born babes” and “little chil- 
dren” are not to remain such. What a 
tragedy to see a little baby twenty years 
old, a little dwarf, yet in his mother’s 
arms, but there are thousands of Chris- 
tians whose experiences seem little, if any 
more, than the day they began the Chris- 
tian race. What is the matter? They have 
not put their minds to the things that 
make for spiritual progress, their great- 
est interests are somewhere else. They 
live too near the world and give too 
much attention to that which it offers. 
The things of the Lord they have neg- 
lected. 

1. It takes purpose and determination 
to walk with God. There is a strong tide, 
a wicked current to be overcome in this 
world. It takes form in a thousand things 
that meet men along life’s journey. A 
mere “floater” or “drifter” will not over- 
come and go through triumphant to the 
end. It takes a firmness of purpose, an 
ever-increasing faith in God, with a con- 
stant stick-to-it-iveness to go over the top 
with Jesus, 

2. No matter what effort we put forth 
to make progress in the Christian life, we 
must remember that it is only by that 
grace, or supernatural power of God, 
given us through the Savior, that we are 
enabled to go ahead. So all of our prayers, 
faith, and works must bring us into the 
places of God’s will. It is here His grace 
will abound. The accomplishment of 
God’s grace in us is preparation to our 


following on to know Him. 

We should emphasize the fact too that 
the “knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ,” His precious truth, is the chan- 
nel through which the grace of God is 
communicated to men. The thriving, 
growing Christian needs to study the 
Scriptures and seek to know the will or 
mind of rhe Lord. Lack of such knowl- 
edge is fatal to growth and real progress 
in the Christian life. 

3. Prayer with continued obedience to 
the revealed will of the Lord are essen- 
tial conditions to growth in grace. Un- 
less there is a continued pressing forward 
in prayer, and a constant effort to make 
progress, the soul will be at a standstill. 
“Pray without ceasing.” “Then shall we 


know if we follow on to know the 
Lord,” Hosea 6:3. 
4. Spiritual growth and _ enlargement 


will not only mean more satisfaction and 
comfort for the individual, but the 
blessing and power of God spreads from 
one to another. A whole church has been 
waked up and moved out for God, 
through the prayers, faith, and examples 
of one man. Shall we not each take the 
exhortation as our own, “Grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ”?

HOW THE HOLY GHOST ABIDES 
John 14:16. 

The Holy Ghost, the Comforter, who 
was promised to the disciples by the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and who is also called 
“the promise of the Father” (Luke 24: 
49), when He came, was to abide for- 

ever. 

1. Jesus said, “I will pray the Father 


and he shall give you another Com- 
forter.” 
2. He then spoke of the Comforter 


“whom I will send unto you from the 
Father,” and He “received of the Father 
the promise of the Holy Ghost” which He 
sent forth on the day of Pentecost (Acts 
2333). 

3. The Holy Ghost abides with, and in 
the full believer; then, as the representa- 
tive of the Father and the Son, He is 
called the Spirit of God, and He is called 
the Spirit of Christ. He reveals and com- 
municates the things of the Father and 
the things of the Son (John 16:7-15). 
He glorifies the Son, the Father is glori- 
fied in the Son, so the Father and Son are 
both glorified. It is through the minis- 
trations of the Holy Ghost in individuals, 
in the ministry, and in the church, and 
men in general, that the great work of 
the gospel is carried forward on earth. 

4. The Holy Ghost comes into, and 
abides with those who obey God (Acts 
5:32). This is the condition necessary to 
receiving all spiritual blessings and all 
good that God has promised to man, as 
a result of His faith. 

§. Referring to the Comforter, the 
Holy Ghost, Jesus said, “Whom the Fath- 
er will send in my name.” It is in Jesus’ 
name He comes, and in Jesus’ name He 
abides, and in Jesus’ name He does all 
His office work in the believer and in 
the Church in general. In this Holy 
Ghost age the prayers, the healing and 
all the gospel work is carried on in Je- 
sus’ name. That means that Jesus is the 
great Redeemer, He died to bring in the 
gospel plan, His blood was the ransom 
paid for all men. He is the Savior. So it 
is in His name that all is done. The Holy 
Ghost executes, or puts through, all the 
prayers and ministry and science that 
comes in the name of Jesus. 

6. The blessed Holy Ghost abides in 
men through faith. Men who are full of 
the Holy Ghost are men full of faith 
(Acts 6:5; 11:24). Lack of faith, or un- 
belief, grieves the Holv Ghost, therefore, 
causes His withdrawal and the ceasing of 
His work.

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MY TRIP TO THE ISLANDS 

During the last three weeks the Lord 
has graciously allowed me the privilege of 
viewing some of the work of the Church 
of God on the Islands. 


We left Miami Saturday afternoon on 
the S. S. Iroqucis and traveled steady un- 
til Monday morning at 11:00 o’clock, 
when we landed at Kingston, Jamaica. 
For several hours before we docked we 
rode along the shore of the Island of Ja- 
maica and it certainly was a beautiful 
sight. The mountains just seemed to rise 
up out of the water. 


We spent one day in Kingston and met 
Brother Hudson and several members of 
the church the1e. They gave us a hearty 
welcome and showed us around the city. 
They were very optimistic over the out- 
look of the work of the Church of God 
in Jamaica and were enthused over the 
revival they had tecently. We were 
talking with our chauffeur there about 
the churches and he said that half of the 
people there were Catholics, that he was 
a Catholic himself, but the Church of 
God was gaining influence and was really 
getting established there. That surely 
sounded good to us. One young man 
earnestly requested us to pray for him 
that he would receive the Holy Ghost. 


We left Kingston that evening at 6:00 
o’clock and arrived at Port Au Prince, 
Haiti the next morning at 10:00 o’clock, 
Brother Herne was there to meet us and 
we were surely glad to see him. We 
stayed fifteen days at the mission and 
were graciously welcomed and _ enter- 
tained in the home of Brother and Sis- 
ter Herne. 

Port Au Prince is such a quaint, pic- 
turesque little city that the first glimpse 
attracts your attention, and the more 
you see it the better you like it. The 
houses are very narrow; most of them 
are two-story and they are crowded close 
together. The buildings are mostly all of 
the old French style of architecture. it 
is the setting of the city that makes it 
so beautiful. On the west is the Carib- 
bean Sea and it is surrounded on the 
other three sides by mountains, forming a 
green background. 

Haiti is a land of mountains and val- 
leys, the highest mountain being about 
9,000 feet. It is a tropical country as 
shown by the warm climate, tropical 
fruits and flowers. Sugar cane, coffee and 
cotton grow there in abundance. We saw 
them preparing the coffee for market. 
The Republic of Haiti occupies the west- 


ern part or a little more than a one-third 
of the island known as Haiti, the rest be- 
ing the Dominican Republic. Haiti is 
densely populated, having almost three 
hundred inhabitants to the square mile; 
it has an area of 10,200 square miles and 
a population of approximately 3,000,- 
000. 

The higher class of people in Haiti are 
very refined in manner gna_ well edu- 
cated. They are very proud of their fam- 
ily- rating and their education. Most of 
the children have been educated in Paris. 
But the lower class is very poor. They 
carry almost everything on their heads— 
most of their water has to be carried. We 
never tired of watching them cooking in 
the marketplace, out on the sidewalk or 
in. an open place along the road, They 
cooked in large iron pots on charcoal! 
burners. In one pot would be peas and rice 
(the national dish of Haiti), in another 
tiny silver fish fried in sweet oil, and in 
another sweet potatoes or corn pudding. 
The workers would come by with their 
cups for their meal, which was dished 
out to them in a large wooden ladle. 
Still others would be hurrying along the 
street with their baskets and trays on 
their heads, crying out their wares. 


But the best thing we found in Haiti 
was the Church of God. The progress of 
the Church there is really remarkable. To 
say that we were impressed with it would 


certainly be putting it mild. In four 
years the work has grown’ from one 
church in Port Au Prince to twenty- 


nine churches, scattered over the Repup- 
lic of Haiti. They have six evangelists to 
send forth now, which will make a total 
of about twerty-nine. They are a group 
of well-trained ministers, speaking both 
French and Creole, and they are well 
grounded in the doctrine of the Church. 
We certainly were impressed with the ap- 
pearance of the ministers that we met. 
In fact, all of the church members im- 
press you with their piety and reverence 
for the house of God and the Bible; as it 
was read everyone was so quiet and or- 
derly. They all seemed to appreciate us so 
much and listened so attentively as we 
talked to them. 

Brother Herne opened the first Bible 
School solely on faith several years ago 
because he felt the need of trained 
workers, and the Lord certainly has pros- 
pered his work and blessed his efforts for 
Him. They now have six schools in Haiti, 
opened by graduates from the main 
school at Port Au Prince; these workers 
preach and teach too. There was a Bible 
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School opened at Aux Cayes while we 
were in Haiti. The pastor, Brother San 
Cloi, felt like he couldn’t wait any 


longer, so he hired an assistant and they 
opened the school. He is paying her out 
of his own salary, which is only a few 
dollars, and he wrote that the school is 
doing fine. 

The first Sunday we were there he 
visited the Mission at Kenskoff, about 
twenty miles from Port Au Prince, We 
had a lovely trip; the scenery was gor- 
geous—wild flowers on the green moun- 
tainside and little thatched huts scat- 
tered along the road—and the air was 
cool and invigorating. We walked up the 
mountain, which was about 5,000 feet. 
Some of the members had walked thirty 
miles to church for one service. The serv- 
ice was good with two sisters getting re- 
claimed. Two brothers related their ex- 
periences—one had been healed of a seri- 
ous case of dropsy and the other had been 
a wizard before he was converted. One 
thing that touched my heart about the 
dear people there at that mission was the 
fact that out of the one hundred forty 
members not one of them could read or 
write. They have to send their children 
to the public schools, which are Catholic. 
Church of God parents, how would you 
like that? Oh, how they need a Bible 
School at that mission! There is a mis- 
sionary and his wife who are very capable 
and willing to go. All that is holding 
them back is the means, which would be 
only a few dollars a month. 


It certainly was an inspiration and 
blessing to us to be in the home of such 
a consecrated man of God as_ Brother 
Herne. He certainly is God’s appointed 
and divinely anointed for the place as 
overseer and leader of the work in Haiti. 
He has a wonderful influence among all 
the people and he also has just the back- 
ground needed to give him a good stand- 
ing with the government. His grand- 
father was president of the Republic and 
he comes from two of the first families 
of Haiti, so he is recognized by the of- 
ficials and the Church is acknowledged 
by the government. This would be almost 
necessary for the Church to be able to 
progress there. 

The Church of God is certainly mov- 
ing on there. When Brozher Scotland 
was giving a report of his trip to the 
churches in the South of Haiti, he was 
telling how the work was growing and 
he remarked that they were going to take 
the Republic of Haiti for the Church of 
God, and I thought that they had a good 
start. But how they need a new building 
in Port Au Prince. The present one will 
hold only ‘about one-half of the mem- 
bers, not including the visitors, There is 
a fine place there in the city that can be

sus. 

In Rev. 20:9 we find that Satan and 
his hosts, after the thousand years were 
finished, were loosed for a little season 
and they compassed the camp of the 
saints, Fire came down from God out of 
heaven and devoured them. This first 
proves there will be a special camp for 
the saints. The sheep nations will till the 
soil and will be ruled with a rod of iron. 
Many think this will be an age or dispen- 
sation of idleness but everything that en- 
joys this great millennium will have 
something to do. Every church stage or 
the redeemed of every church stage will 
be assigned something. In the Thyatira 
period those who overcome will be given 
power over the nations and he shall rule 
them with a rod of iron, Rev. 2:26, 27. 
In fact, this will be an age of perfect 
law and order and Christ will be the 
great ruler, with all the different com- 
panies that are to help in carrying on this 
order which will be directed by Christ 
Himself. 

Zech. 14:16, 17, describes the obliga- 
tion that will be upon all the sheep na- 
tions. They shall go up to worship from 
year to year and if they do not go up 
they will have no rain. Every curse will 
be lifted from the earth and their crops 
will only have to be planted, they will 
bring forth an abundance and the whole 
earth will overflow with the products. 
The sheep nations, of course, will use all 
these things. On just what the saints will 
subsist is not directly pointed out. They 
will still retain their human bodies. In 
Isa. 65:20, 21 it is inferred that there 
will be children born during the millen- 
nium, in the sheep nations, and there will 
be an obligation or requirement upon 
these sheep nations because it said that 
sinners being an hundred years old shail 
be accursed. We learn from this there 
will be some obligation on the part of 
those who go out into this millennial 
reign, to give God their hearts or become 
children of God, 

In Rev. 20:1-3 an angel descends from 
heaven and he has the keys of the bot- 
tomless pit and a great chain in his hand. 
The devil is bound a thousand years, so 
there will be no tempter. This will be the 
greatest and most glorious reign described 
in all the Word of God up ‘o this time. 
As there will be no tempter it will not be 
hard for the sheep nations to obey God. 
They will naturally be inclined to obedi- 
ence and righteousness. Verse 4 describes 
the tribulation saints that did not re- 
ceive the mark of the beast, and it is said 
they lived and reigned with Christ for a 
thousand years. 

Isa. 2:2-4, “And it shall come to pass 
in the last days, that the mountain of 
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the Lord’s house shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and sha. be ex- 
alted above the hilis; and au nations shall 
flow unto it. And many people shall go 
and say, Come ye, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will teach 
us oi his ways, and we will walk in his 
paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the 
law, and the word of the Lord from Je- 
rusalem. And he shail judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many people: 
and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into pruning- 
hcoks: nations shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more.” 


I have heard in the past some applica- 
tion of this scripture made to the Church 
but in its proper setting it belongs to the 
beginning of the millennium. This refers 
to the dealing with the nations, their 
correction, the exalting of the Lord’s 
house above everything, all war will be 
done away with and the nations will beat 
their swords into plowshares and thei: 
spears into pruninghooks. This will be a 
great day for all who are living and es- 
pecially will the saints enjoy this time of 
redemption and blessings. Isa. 11:10-12. 
It speaks in the 12th verse of setting up 
an ensign. Now this has reference to the 
clean-up time spoken of in Dan. 12:1i, 
12. Some seem to think that the Church 
should have a flag or an ensign but I am 
sure this is vain oblation. There is no 
warrant in the Scriptures for such a 
thing, but in the days of the millennium 
Jesus will have an ensign and it will be 
for the gathering together of His peo- 
ple. 

Isa. 60:11-14. Here of course we have 
reference to the glory of the Christ of 
Calvary and the subduing of the nations 
brought under His righteous rule. The 
beauty of His sanctuary will be one of 
the prominent features of the millennium 
and the nations shall come bending to 
Him and they shall call the Lord’s city 
Zion of the Holy One. This all beauti- 
fully portrays the glorious reign of the 
thousand years. Isa. 61:6-11 portrays the 
glory of redeemed Israel during this won- 
derful reign and it tells of the double 
blessings they shall receive at the hand of 
the Lord. They will be acknowledged as 
the seed that the Lord greatly blessed and 
the earth shall bring forth an abundance. 
I have always believed that the 144,000 
Jews will have the general oversight of 
the cultivation of the earth during the 
millennium. This may be a fancy of 
mine but this scripture is close akin to 
that thought. It also states in the 11th 
verse that the Lord shall cause righteous- 
ness and praise to spring forth before al! 
rations. This refers to the glory of re- 
deemed Israel and also the raptured 
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saints. 

Isa. 66: 12, 13, 14. Here we have a de- 
scription of the peace that God will send 
during the millennium like a river, and 
the comfort that He will extend to Je- 
rusalem and its inhabitants. This will be a 
glorious day of righteousness on Jerusa- 
lem and the redeemed of earth. 

After the righteous reign of a thou- 
sand years Jesus will deliver the kingdom 
up to His Father, for all things will be 
subdued, and while the physical earth will 
remain as it is, every curse will be lifted. 
All the viciousness will be taken out of 
the animals, the lion and the lamb will 
lie down together and there will be no 
thing to mar. Isa. 35 gives a description 
of the earth with all its beauty and 
grandeur, all the eyes of the blind will 
be opened and the lame shall leap as an 
hart. All the parched ground will be- 
come a pool, or in other words, it will 
produce. No lion shal! be there, and no 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, but 
the redeemed of the Lord shall walk there. 
When Jesus delivers up the kingdom to 
His Father then we will have the perfect 
age. At the closing of the millennium the 
present earth is to be renovated by fire, 
the outcome of which will be a new heav- 
en and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness, 2 Peter 3:13. 


1 Cor. 15:28. Here we have a descrip- 
tion of all things being put under Jesus 
and the final deliverance of the entire 
kingdom up to His Father. As the crea- 
tive ages was the alpha ages, these will be 
the omega ages. They correspond to what 
the Apostle Paul, in his letter to the 
Ephesians, calls ‘“‘the ages to come,” Eph. 
2:7. At the close of the millennium 
Satan will be loosed for a little season and 
will go out to deceive the nations which 
are in the four corners of the earth, Gog 
and Magog, to gather them to battle, the 
number of whom is as the sand of the 
sea. And they went up on the breadth of 
the earth, and compassed the camp of 
the saints about, and the beloved city: 
and fire came down from God out of 
heaven, and devoured them, Rev, 20:7- 
_ 

It seems from the trend of the Scrip- 
tures that all the sheep nations finally re- 
belled and as they compassed the camp 
of the saints about, fire came down from 
God out of heaven and devoured them. 
It seems that the sheep nations had al- 
ready received the mark of the beast be- 
fore they were selected as a sheep na- 
tion. At the kingdom judgment, in Matt. 
25:31, 45, these nations were selected as 
sheep nations. They didn’t have the Holy 
Ghost and were not ready to go in the 
rapture. They went into the tribulation 
week and is said, “As oft as ye did it to 
the least of one of these my brethren, ye 
did it unto me.” The word “brethren” 
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here refers to the Jews, no doubt, and 
when the nations enlisted in the beast’s 
army and were carried over to Je- 
rusalem to the great battle, no doubt 


they had compassion on the Jews and es-_ 


pecially the 144,000, and they were kind 
to them. It is supposed that nations that 
turn down the Jews and persecute and 
banish them from their government, will 
be goat nations. But these sheep nations 
had a form of godliness, therefore, they 
are selected as nations that recognize 
God. As I have said, they had already 
taken the mark of the beast, no doubt, 
and at the end of the millennium they 
rebelled and are consigned to the lake of 
fire with the beast and false prophet. 
Now this will be hard for some to un- 
derstand but if you will rightly divide 
the Scriptures you will be able to see it. 
The standard for the millennium is true 
holiness for man and for beast and for 
the earth, and it is called the final re- 
demption. We go out from the millen- 
nium into the golden age where God will 
rule, and how long this will last no one 
knows.

he says, “For we are members of his 
body, and of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this cause shall a man leave his fath- 
and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. 
This is a great mystery: but I speak con- 
cerning Christ and the church.” Now 
if the Scriptures mean anything, they 
teach that as man and woman become 
one in agreement, by a miraculous pow- 
er, making the woman bone of his bone, 
and flesh of his flesh, the same process 
puts us into His body, making us bone of 
His bone, and flesh of His flesh, breaking 
down the theory, that we are born into 
the Church, or baptized into the body. 

Some teach that the body and_ the 
Church are nor the same. I don’t see how 
they can divide the Church from the 
body. Notice Col. 1:24, “Who now re- 
joice in my sufferings for you, and fill 
up that which is behind of the afflic- 
tions of Christ in my flesh for his body’s 
sake, which is the church.” And in 1 
Cor. 12:27, 28, “Now ye are the body 
of Christ, and members in particular, 
and God hath set some in the church, 
first apostles, secondarily prophets, third- 
ly teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, di- 
versities of tongues.” All of these have 
been set in the Church of God and there 
is no record where they were ever taken 
out. 

A certain preacher, a few days ago, 
made a statement over the air, from W. 
E. B. Q., Harrisburg, Ill., that the pro- 
gram we put on at 3:00 P. M. each Mon- 
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day was not the Church of God, trying 
to prove to the public that they were the 
first Church of God. This same preacher 
and his movement take a radical stand 
against the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
with the evidence of speaking in tongues, 
and for this reason they can not be the 
Bible church. 


There are many movements that teach 
the new birth and sanctification just like 
the Bible teaches, but they are not the 
Bible church. When Jesus gave the com- 
mission to the early ministry, He told 
them just before He ascended to the 
Father (in Matt. 28:19, 20), “Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptiz- 
ing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and, lo, 
I am with you always, even unto the end 
of the world” (or age). The Bible plain- 
ly teaches that Jesus taught the new 
birth (John 3:5) where He told Nico- 
demus that he must be born again; sanc- 
tification, in John 15:2; 17:17; and 
other places in the Bible; the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, Acts 1:5; Mark 16:17; 
John 15:26, and many other things that 
we could mention. He taught the early 
ministry to teach all nations to observe 
or put in practice the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the New Testament. 


I want the reader to notice a statement 
made several years after the church age 
began, the words of Brother Paul to his 
son Timothy (2 Tim. 2:1, 2), “Thou 
therefore, my son, be strong in the grace 
that is in Christ Jesus. And the things 
that thou hast heard of me among many 
witnesses, the same commit thou to faith- 
ful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also.” 

Please notice Eph. 4:11-14, “And he 
gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors; 
and teachers; for the perfecting of the 
saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ: Till 
we all come in the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect than, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of Christ: 
That we henceforth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of 
men and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive.” 

If there ever was a time when the min- 
istry of the Church of God should be 
one in doctrine and fellowship it is to- 
day, when doctrines and traditions of 
men are abroad in the land. There is on- 
ly one thing that will invits =e presence 
and power of God down and it will brirg 
about the same results thar were in the 
beginning of the church age. Acts 2:42, 
43, “And they (believers) continued 
stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine and 
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fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and 
in prayers. And fear came upon every 
soul: and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles.” 


I am still talking about what it takes 
to make up the Bible Church. The 
Church of God in the beginning was one 
body of believers—a visible, tangible or- 
ganism, vested with life and power. The 
Apostle Paul says, in Col. 3:15, “And 
let the peace of God rule in your hearts, 
to the which also ye are called into one 
body; and be ye thankful.” I want to 
impress this statement upon the mind of 
the reader, Jesus’ own words, in Matt. 
18:15-17, “Moreover if thy brother shali 
trespass against thee, go tell him his 
fault between thee and him alone: if he 
shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy 
brother. But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that in 
the mouth of two or three witnesses ev- 
ery word may be established. And if he 
shall neglect to hear them tell it to the 
church: but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as 
an heathen man and a_ publican.” 
Should anyone in any other move- 
ment, beside the Church of God, of 
which I am a member, trespass against 
me, I would have no recourse with him. 
I might go to him, and then I might take 
one or two brethren with me, but if ine 
was stubborn and rebellious, I would be 
at the end of my row. 


The Apostle Paul doctrinized the 
Church and called it the Church of God. 
Acts 20:28 is the first place it is called 
the Church of God. Thank the Lord that 
in these last days God is coming after a 
Church that is teaching and practicing 
the same things that were taught by the 
early ministry. Notice Paul’s instructions 
to Timothy, 1 Tim. 4:16, “Take heed 
unto thyself, and unto the doctrine; con- 
tinue in them: for in doing this thou 
shalt both save thyself, and them that 
hear thee.” 


CONCLUSION 


The reason I write this article is be- 
cause I have heard over the air and 
through literature, so many conflicting 
statements concerning the Church, I sin- 
cerely hope that this article will help 
some one to see the truth. There are 
many honest-hearted people that are be- 
ing deceived in these last days. I send 
this forth hoping and praying that ir 
will cause some one to see the truth and 
be led out of their bewilderment.
